Contingents scouting the area 
between Monterrey and San Luis 
Potesi were ordered to return to 
the city to reinforce the rebel army 
gathered here in preparation for 
an expected attack by Government 
columns headed by Gen. Plutarco 
Elias Calles. Meassurances were 
given by commanding officers that 
in no case would the population of 
Torreon be exposed to danger in 
any fighth that might occur. Reb- 
e! forces were posted in positions 
outside the city to meet the Feder- 
al attack.

MEXICO CITY, March 16.—Gen. 
Calles with 30,000 men continues 
his advance on Torreon held by 
Gen. J. Gonzalo Escobar, head of 
the rebel army. Three columns 
of Fedreal troops were reported, 
from Government services, to be 
within 30 miles of Torreon last 
night. 

It was announced, however, that 
the encircling movement Gen.

Gen, Calles said he thought the 
victory of Gen. Cedillo over a rebel 
band at Derramadero, between 
Saltillo and Torreon, Wednesday. 
in which 50 rebels were killed and 
105 captured, had frightened the 
garrison at Torreon’. so that it 
might retreat. He said his alr- 
planes flying over the city had seen 
signs that the way was being kept 
open for evacuation. 

Advices received at Chapultepec 
Castle this afternoon stated that 
the headquarters of Gen, Almazan, 
leader of one of the advance Fed- 
eral columns, were being moved 
from Cacama toward San Pedra, 
which is 30 or 40 minutes from 
Torreon by an automobile high- 
Way. 

So far as is known, Torreon has 
not been evacuated by the insur- 
gents, the only news being from 
aviators yesterday who reported 
that they saw the _ rebels within 
Torreon moving toward the rail 
station.

The tents were placed, facing 
each other und three feet apart, 30 
that it was possible to get from one 
to the other through the sack 
opening. The cooking was done 
in one tent and those a¢ross the 
way either went on hanis and 
knees through the tunnel formed 
by ‘the sacks or took what was 
handed to them. 

The dogs broke loose during the 
storm and climbed up on the snow 
banked against the tents seeking 
shelter. When it came time to 
feed them Vaughan went out in 
the smother. 

How Dogs Protect Selves, 

He could not see a thing, and as 
he stepped from the tent his foot 
struck a dog curled up in the snow, 
tail to the wind and nose buried 
under his paws. Most of the dogs 
were lying around this way in the 
snow, and, as Vaughan got to the 
food the snow would move, while 
the balls would unroll and there 
would be a dog with. fur filled 
with snow so as to be almost in- 
distinguishable in the drift. 

The huskies were looking so 
weird that Vaughan was able to 
recognize only about 10 of them 
and he knows them all by name 
ordinarily.

The Mississippi River is in flood; which empties into the Mississippi

However, the situation is not 
serious and according to Weather 
Forecaster Hayes, probably will 
affect only lowlands and undevel- 
oped sections of most of the river 
towns and cities. While the flood 
mark of 30 feet is not likely to be 
attained here, the gauge this morn- 
ing showed 22.7 feet and stages of 
28.2 feet tcmiorrow and 29 feet on 
Wednesday are predicted. The 29- 
foot stage reaches about to the 
railroad tracks on the downtown 
levee without doing any real dam- 
age. 

At New Madrid, Mvu., a center 
of the disastrous flood of two 
years ago, the Mississippi was at 
39.3 feet this morning and a 
reading of 41 feet was predicted 
for next Friday. Flood stage is 34 
feet, but the levees have 
raised and strengthened since 
1927. 

Officials have told residents of 
this low-lying town not to. be 
alarmed, but the telephone  op- 
erator there, who was a heroine of 
the 1927 calamity, reported the 
people could not help feeling a lit- 
tle nervous. Seep water has found 
its way into some of the poorer 
fields near the town. 

At Cairo, JL, the gauge today 
was at 50.1 feet and 51 or 52 feet 
by Thursday is forecast.

The state- 
ment suggested that a resumption 
of the 44-hour working week, in 
place of the 5-d°-v week, is the 
proper remedy fo any labor short- 
age. which might arise during the 
year, and added “it is our belief 
that any wage increase will be e@ 
detriment to the stimulation of 
building work under union condi- 
tions here.”’

Bocchieri’s estranged son-in-law, 
Samuel Lagrasso, 19, a shoework- 
er, who offered an alibi when ar- 
rested for questioning after the 
murder, was not placed in the de- 
fendant’s chair at the inquest, Cir- 
euit Attorney Franklin Miller or- 
dered Lagrasso released, pendin, 
further investigation by police. 

Samuel Clayburn, Negro, 1536 
Wash. who rented the garage to 
Bocchieri, testified he was awak- 
ened by “shooting and hollering” 
at the garage. He looked out and 
saw a man at the garage waving 
his hand, as if signaling some one. 
Then an automobile was driven 
away from the curb. 

Police testified to finding Boc- 
chierj dead on the sidewalk where 
he had staggered from the garage. 
His auto and his cap, as well as 
two revolvers discarded by the as- 
sassins, were in the garage. 

Ill feeling resulted between Boc- 
chieri an@q Lagrasso last October, 
the police said, when lLagrasso 
“kidnaped” Bocchieri’s 17-year-old 
stepdaughter and took her to Col- 
linsville, where they were married 
by a Justice of the Peace. Light 
days later Bocchieri took the bride 
away from Lagrasso. Lagrasso was 
not known to have made any 
threats against Bocchieri, police 
added. 

Police are investigating a possi- 
bility, considered remote, that Boc- 
chieri was a victim of extortionists. 
He earned $11 a day as a leather 
worker, and lived with his wife, 
their infant child and five children 
by her previous marriage.

Penetrating a layer of material 
indicating a highly developed civ- 
ilization of about 4000 B. C., the 
excavators suddenly came upon a 
layer of silt or sand in which all 
trace of human life was lacking. 

Beneath this deposit were uten- 


pertly moided bricks, indicating a 
high peak of cultural development 

Prof. Woolley emphasized that 
he attempted to prove nothing by 
his discoveries. : 

“We are not out to prove any- 
thing or disprove anything,” ‘he 
said. “If we were we would be 
bad archeologists. We, as scient- 
ists, use the things we dig up with 
any other kind of information 
which may be forthcoming. In 
this case the previous information 
was in Genesis and in the Sumerian 
and Babylonian legends. 

“The eight-foot deposit of clay, 
in three places as much as 200 
yards apart, can only have result- 
ed from a flood of unexampled 
magnitude, and this can only be 
the flood of Sumerian legend and 
rat the flood of the Book of 
Genesis.” 

Woolrey said his dis¢overy would 
indicate that the flood was not 
universal, but declared “neither 
does the Bible story, properly un- 
derstood, make any such claim.” 


POLIGE SEIZE TRUGK 
WITH EMBASSY LIQUCR 


Siamese Diplomats Get Their 
Supply, but Dry Agents In- 
tend to Keep the Carrier. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, March 16.—The 
Siamese legation today is in full 
—and legal—possession of its an- 
nual supply of 60 cases of choice 


liquor and wines. 

Prohibition authorities are in 
possession of a five-ton Baltimore 
truck which brought it to Wash- 
ington and spent the night stuck 
in the moist soil of the legation’s 
back yard. 

District of Columbia law  en- 
forcement authorities are in pos- 
session of the bonds of the truck 
driver and his assistant, who are 
charged with illegal transportation 
of the legally imported liquor. But 
they have none of the liquor. 

Just what is to be done about 
it remains to be worked out. What- 
ever the outcome may be, it is ex- 
pected to clarify understanding of 
the Police Department’s interpre- 
tation of the Jones law as it af- 
fects the transportation of diplo- 
matic liquor supplies, which are 
immune to search and seizure. 

The trucking concerns which 
have been patronized by the for- 
eign embassies and legations to 


bring their supplies from ports of 


entry were notified recently thaf 
privately driven conveyances car- 
rying liquor were subject to seizure 
and drivers lacking diplomatie cre- 
dentials subject to pe 
the Jones law. 

Striving to comply with the 
wishes of the district authorities, 
the diplomats promptly adopted 
the practice of having accredited 
members of their staffs drive or at 
least ride in the trucks hired to 
transport their liquor. Several 
shipments have been brought in 
since then without molestation.

Ida Rising, who was killed when 
the small coupe. in which she was 
riding with her husband from Kan- 
sas City to St. Louis, collided head- 
on with Johnson’s Packard touring 
car, on State Hightway No. 40 near 
O'Fallon, 16 miles west of St.

Senator 
Norris, chairman of the Judiciary Committee in the 
Senate, has contended from the time ‘Mr. Coolidée 
disposed of the Muscle Shoals bill by pocket veto that 
the bill providing for Federal operation of the clant 
became a law. Congressman Summers, ranking Dem- 
ocrat on the House Judiciary Committee, made the 
argument against the pocket veto. He said he rerre- 
sented a majority of the members of his ccommittec 
and a majority of the members of the House in hold- 
ing that Mr. Coolidge made unconstitutional use of 
the pocket veto. He described as far-fetched the Gov- 
ernment’s contention that bills disapproved could be 
returned to Congress only when that body was in 
session, since not to return them deprives Congress 
of the right to rebuttal. He thinks such a Dill 
should be returned to an agent of Congress, as bills 
are sent from Congress to an agent of the Presi- 
dent, 

The question, of course, rests upon the distinction, 
if any, between a congressional recess and an actual 
adjournment. Counsel for the Okanogan Indians 
argued that the adjournment spoken of in the Con- 
stitution means only the legal end of a Congress, 
March 4. Attorney-General Mitchell played a verita- 
ble trump card against this view when he pcinted 
out to the court that the first President to use the 
pocket veto was James Madison, the father of the 
Constitution.

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A SUBWAY MISTAKE. 

Philadelphia’s Broad street subway, completed last 
fall, cost the city $100,000,000. The line wgs leased 
to Philadelphia Rapid Transit Co., which operated 
it as a co-ordinated part of its city-wide transporta- 
tion system, and the transit company in its annual 
report states that three months’ operation of this line 
was at a loss of $899,542. 

The transit compapy paid the city rental at the 
rate of $200,000 a month, or $2,400,000 a year, about 
half enough to pay the annual interest charges on 
the cost of the project. At the end of three months 
the company notified the city it would have to have 
better terms if it continues operating the line. Doubt- 
less the city will have to accept the terms made by 
the company. 

This does not mean the subway. sbould not have 
been built. The transit company states there are 
certain rearrdngements of existing surface lines that 
could be made that would greatly increase the busi- 
ness and the income of the subway line, but the 
company does not wish to go to the expense of 
making these rearrangements until it has a perma- 
nent contract with the city. 

The point is the city built this subway without 
definite plans for operating it and now is more or 
less at the mercy of the transit company. In plan- 
ning rapid transit for St. Louis the Transportation 
Survey Commission is trying to avoid such a situa- 
tion. It is looking, and should continue to look, far 
ahead and that is why it has prepared the extensive 
program of enabling legislation now before the Legis- 
lature. These acts are needed to give the city full 
protective powers.

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THE BARGE LINES’ “MARINE LEG.” 

Most encouraging among the many gratifying de- 
velopments in river transportation this spring is 
the announcement that a local elevator is to build a 
“marine leg” for the transfer of grain from light- 
draft Upper Mississippi to large Lower Mississippi 
barges. 

In practice this will relieve the most acute source 
of the congestion which almost swamps the barge 
line at its busiest and most profitable season—the 
peak grain season of late Summer. Moreover, the 
Government, which had expected to have to spend 
$50,000 or so for the “marine leg,” now can devote 
ithe funds to other needed improvements. 

But it is more significant than that. Other calls 
have been made on the Government to spend tax- 
payers’ money for grain handling facilities, aud the

LATIN-AMERICAN TRADE. 


From the St. Louis Chamber of Commerce 
News. 


EORGE J. EDER, chief, Latin-Ameri- 


can Section, Division of Regional Infor- 
mation of the Department of Commerce, in 
a recent article published-in “Commerce 
veports,’’ points out the steady growth of 
trade of the Southwestern States with Latin- 
America, and the growing tendency for the 
entire Latin-American trade of the United 
States to be concentrated More and more 
in the Southwestern ports, A recent sur- 
vey conducted by the Commerce Depart. 
ment brought out the following statistics: 
Iixporters from the Southwestern area, 
coinprising the States of Missouri, Arkan- 
tas, Louisiana, Nebraska, Kansas. Oklaho- 
ma, Colorado and Texas exported $163,000,- 
000 to Latin-America in 1927, as compared 
to $38,000,000 in 1914. This represents an 
increase of 325 per cent, as compared with 
the total increase during the same period 
ef 180 per cent for the entire United States. 
Another striking example of the progress 
being made by exporters from the South- 
west is that the exports from this territory 
increased 21 per cent during 1927, whereas 
the tota] exports from the Unitéd States 
to the Latin-American countries fell off 3 
per cent. The same territory represents a 
big market for South American exporters, 
as approximately 20 pef cent of the im-

Though the slogans are 
ready to hand for this war, ‘‘Com- 
mand of the seas is Britain’s birth- 
right,” “Freedom of the seas is an 
American heritage,"” such @& war 
would result in an impasse. Though 
the British could be convinced thit 
in fighting for command of the 
geas they were fighting for their 
very existence, and though freedom 
of the seas is so tenuously ideal- 
istic that American war profiteers 
would be in clover, neither party 
to the struggle could hope for a 
clear-cut decision. The way out 
of the probable deadlock is co-op- 
eration for the peace of the world 
before American and British jin- 
goes decide that it is time to settle 
the burning question as to which 
is the better navy. 

The authors very happily begin 
this interesting and thorough an- 
alysis of Anglo-American rela- 
tions by proving from history that 
international law depends for its 
sanctions, dubious at best, on the 
strongest belligerent or the strong- 
est neutral. A strong neutral, by 
the implied threat 6f war—and 
only by the implied threat of war 
- an compel some respect for the 
ordinary decencies in warfare, but 
belligerents are stronger 
than the neutrals, the neutrals can 
either keep their shipping at 
home or have it destroyed. Such

ereign state of Monaco failed to 
ratify. In war or peace, the sanc- 
tion of any resolution is force. 
And a belligerent desperate enough 
does not care especially in what 
city or under what circumstances 
the particular pact he is violating 
was signed. An Anglo-American 
agreeemnt would be _ sufficient 
guarantee that the decencies wil] 
be observed. It is really “unthink- 
able” that in a future war either 
belligergnt would risk war with the 
United States or the British Em- 
prie because the rules hampered 
hellish ingenuity. 

As a sop to British pride, the au- 
thors peint out that America can 
outbuild England, 
desire. Asa bar to American am- 
bition, they also point out what 
escapes the attention of American 
jingoes—England can outman the 
United States and centuries of sea 
tradition are one of those impond- 
erables sufficiently weighty to more 
than counterbalance ships. Fur- 
ther, while England would be hope- 
lessly outclassed 
cruiser race. America would b 
outdistanced in a 7500-ton cruiser 
race. Nor are the hard, indubi- 
table facts of the last war passed 
over. The submarine and the air- 
plane, even more than threatened 
American cruisers, have wrested 
command of the seas from the 
vaunted British navy. Germany's 
illegal blockade of English ports 
nearly starved England into sub- 
mission before England’s illegal 
blockade of German ports starved 
Germany into submission. It is the 
menace of what a new naval war 
would be that makes the authors 
plead fer Anglo-American co-op- 
eration in the cause of peace. 

The after-the-war misunder- 
standings, beginning with the 
Washington conference, and cul- 
minating in the farce at Geneva, 
are treated extensively, as being 
the main cause of the present 
armament race. 

Realizing the dreadful, but in- 
evitable, consequences of an arma- 
ment race, the authors devote the 
last part of this absorbing volume 
to a reasoned plea for sane co- 
operation in maintaining the peace 
of the world. The plea is not 
based on  post-prandial Anglo- 
American blood brotherhood. Fam- 
ily quarrels are ever the bloodiest, 
and kinship never yet prevented a 
quarrel. Neither is the plea based 
on any mock conceérn for civiliza- 
tion. Perhaps after the last great 
Armageddon of the white race, a 
people more steady in the pursuit 
of peace may use our battleships 
as community fishing boats. The 
plea is based on the sound com- 
mon sense of intelligent pacifism, 
a pacifism content to indict war 
for being silly, which is more hor- 


rible than being horrible. {

GENEVA, March 16.—Prelim- 
inary work for the revision of the 
statutes of the World Court was 
completed today. Elihu Root and 
Sir Cecil Hurst were named to sub- 
mit a final report on the question 
of the adherence of the United 
States to the court.

Merely Matter of Drafting. 

President Scialoja departed for 
Rome saying: “We have finished. 
It is now merely a question of 
drafting.” 

The question of the British do- 
minions was raised by Hurst in a 
manner that interested the jurists. 
He recalled that by Article 31 of 
the statutes, when a state has an 
interest involved in a dispute sub- 
mitted to the court, it possesses 
the right to appoint a national 
judge to sit during consideration 
of the dispute if it has no judge 
on the bench at the time. 

The Englishman explained that 
the British Empire was an associa- 
tion of autonomous self-governing 
states which are independent mem- 
bers of the League and he want®d 
to make sure that if a@ case arose 
involving, for instance, Canadian 
interests, Canada would not be 
prevented from appointing a judge 
just because an Englishman was on 
the bench. 

The drafting committee probably 
will refer to this question in its 
report. 

Advisory Opinions. 

Another decision was to put a 
clause in the court statutes author- 
izing the court to deliver advisory 
opinions. The only mention of ad- 
visory opinions is in the League 
covenant and several jurists 
thought that the court should 
have specific authority to. do some- 
thing which {ft already is doing in 
practice. Moreover it was*pointed 
out that the American reservations 
directly touch advisory opinions 
and that the statute should be 
clear on this point. Senator Walsh 
of Montana is understood to have 
been a strong advocate of amend- 
ing the statute in this direction.

MAIL SERVICE BY NEXT MAY 


Hoover Discloses Postmaster-Gen- 
eral’s Preparations for Tri- 
Weekly Service.

WASHINGTON, March 14. 
President Hoover's vision of the 
United, States and South America 
linked by air mail soon is to be 
realized. 

This was disclosed yesterday by 
the President, who answered in- 
quiries of newspaper correspond- 
ents on the subject by reading 
this statement from Postmaster- 
General Brown: 

“It is expected that under the 
present contracts the South Ameri- 
can air mail service will be in op- 
eration some time in April or May.

Schumann’s Deficiencies. 

The “Leonore”’ overture which 
opened the program wag a fine ex- 
ample of conductorial skill artis- 
tically applied. The first parts 
were carefully articulated but were 
kept down so that the climax could 
achieve a complete effect without 
being overblown. The Schumann 
symphony was also as well playeu 
as one could have expected. But

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GUS SONNENBERG

Both Wingard 
and Jonnard, who pitched winnine 
ball with the Milwaukee Club of 
the Am-rican Association last scea- 
son, were ra‘ed as ready for big 
league cc nopetition. Both former- 
ly played with the Browns. 

In naming Wingard a free agent 
Commissioner Landis ruled no right 
of return was stipulated when Mil- 
waukee filed an ogreement trans- 
ferring the pitcher to the Athletics, 
An initiel payme:t of $5000 wes 
tcide by Philadelphia to Mil- 
waukee tut this check was never 
cashed. Later the same amount 
was refunded to the order of Con- 
nie Mack of he Philadelphia Club, 
Meanwhile Philadelphia sought to 
transfer Wingard back to the 
American Association Club but 
Commissioner Landis withheld his 
approval, making an investigation 
that brought eut the foregoing 
facts. 

Jonnard was made a free agent 
on the grounds that in the Mii- 
waukee-St. Louis relations the 
transfer of Jonnard to and his res- 
ervation by St. Louis were not gen- 
uine. 

Rule on Reservations,
